FORWARD 

It  Is  not  meaningful  to  compare  costs  of  operations  o1  two 
similar  institutions  located  in  different  states,  and  national 
averages  for  cost  oJ  care,  and  conclude  thereby  that  the  low- 
cost  agency  is  the  more  efficient;  or  for  that  matter,  that  the 
high  cost  operation  is  doing  a  better  job  because  it  has  more 
money. 

Account  would  need  to  be  made  of  quality  of  services,  and 
a  measure  and  means  of  testing  the  results  of  each  program  at 
each  institution  when  said  comparisons  are  made. 

The  only  valid  measurement  which  has  been  developed  to 
date  to  measure  success  on  a  national  basis  is  the  re-admission 
rate  at  a  particular  type  of  institution. 

Our  re-admission  rate  compares  favorably  with  those  of 
other  states.   This  is  a  fact  of  which  the  tax  paying  citizens 
of  the  state  can  be  proud.
